LONDON.  March  31  fAP).— The 
Treasury  announced  tonight  that 
the  budget  for  1931-32  lud  tx-en 
balanced  with  a  surplus  of  £384,000 
($l,ia3,000  at  par). 

The  surplus  was  achieved  after 
providing  £32,500,000  (nominally 
$1«2.500.000>  for  redemption  of 
Britain's  debt  and  the  withdrawal 
of  £12.750,000  ($63,750,000  at  par) 
from  the  dollar  exchange  account, 
Instead  of  the  $33,000,000  contem- 
plated last  September. 

The  revenue  for  the  yea^  amount- 
ed to  £770,963,000  and  the  expendi- 
tures were  £Traj>99,000. 

Most  of  the  funds  nece.<wary  la 
balance  the  budget  were  raised  by 
new  taxation,  but  some  "bookkeep- 
ing." which  might  be  compared  to  a 
draft  of  capiui  for  current  expendi- 
tures, was  involved. 

The  Treasury  di.sclosed  that  bills 
amounting  to  $30,000,000  which  ma- 
tured March  39  in  New  York,  had 
been  paid  and  that  A  balance  of 
99,000,000  francs  ($3,960,000)  of  a 
credit  extended  by  a  group  of 
French  banks  had  been  paid  off.

The  oonnaetlons  in  this  main  are 
welded  ao  that  adien  the  exteoalaa 
is  finally  eompieted.  the  entire 
main  is  actually  one  long  pipe  with- 
out any  /omts.  Under  the  welding 
system  each  ^int  is  subjected  to 
intense  heat,  s(/that  tho  .steel  melts 
and  merges,  eliminating  the  old 
joints  which  ur.ed  to  be  filled  with 
lead. 

CHEAPER  JOINTS 

The  work  is  much  cheaper  by 
electrical  welding,  and  the  Joints 
become  as  strong  aa  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  pipe. 

The  fir.st  welding  of  water  mains 
carried  out  on  this  ("aa.sL  was  in 
the  city's  Humpback  reservoir  pipe- 
line, five  years  ago.  The  experiment 
was  so  successful  that  the  method 
was  adopted  by  other  cities,  until 
now  the  system  la  accepted  as  the 
standard  one  for  any  major  UBdar- 
taklng.

tion of  more  rare  and  precious  metals,  an  event 
which  synchronized  with  the  davalopment  and 
extension  of  the  state  itself,  and  later  of  its 
trade.   Following  barter  in  commodities,  values 
were  reckoned  in  c<9per  down  to  Ptolemaic 
times.  In  1500  B.C.  the  use  of  silvt  r  nnd  gold  be- 
came general  In  Egypt,  and  in  McM^poiaml^  the 
advent  of  silver  Is  recognised  on  Ilia  Qballak  of 
Manlahtusu.  Every  credit  derlve.s  from  an  asset, 
since  It  represents  the  exchange  value  of  that 
asset  assessed  by  a  national  unit  of  valtia  and 
represented  by  a  national  medium    Such  madia, 
whatever  be  their  form  or  material,  art  callad 
currency.   In  other  words,  currency  la  tha  gen- 
eric name  of  all  credit  media. 

To  discuss  credit  and  currency  from  the  in- 
ternatlc-nal  standpoint  It  is  necessary  to  have 
exhaustive  Information.    The  banking  system 
must  be  studied  Intensively.    There  must  be 
ability  to  make  a  comparison  of  a  ourreney  baaed 
on  gold  with  one  circulating  as  pure  credit  in 
the  form  of  notes.  There  must  be  ample  knowl 
edge  of  credit  instruments,  because,  as  Professor 
W.  M.  Flinders  Petrle  says,  "the  limit  of  political 
and  extensive  exchange  depends  on  the  trans- 
mlsslbUlty  of  paymenU."  Knowledge  la  rtqulilte 
also,  In  the  present  circumstance,  of  the  upheaval 
in  conuneree  consequent  on  the  Great  War.  In 
thla  latter  relation,  although  a  gold  ttandard 
waa  generally  enforced,  the  gold  points  placed  no 
eheck  on  the  employment  of  capital  as  currency 
and  were  no  protection  to  the  tranaftr  of  gold 
in  enormoua  quantities  where  the  needs  of  op- 
erations <tf  finance  so  required.   These  are  all 
conslderatiooa  antecedent  to  any  taMtmeled 
diacussion  on  monetary  affairs.   So  far  as  they 
may  be  explained,  and  the  whole  monetary  sit- 
uation accurately  diagnosed,  so  far  only  would 
any  suggestion  arising  from  the  Provincial  LeR- 
lalature  be  of  value.

Great  Britain.  He  now  submits  an  aslraet  Irom 
the  journals  of  the  English  House  of  FirUament 
in  the  reign  of  WiUiam  m  in  au|»port  of  hla  eon- 
tentlon,  William,  like  hl.s  great-grandfather,  his 
grandfather,  and  his  uncles,  possessed  two  au- 
thentic titles.  He  was  King  of  Knglaad  and 
King  of  Scotland.  The  extracts  taken  from  th» 
Journals  have  no  better  standing  in  constitutional 
law  than  the  "tlUe"  oonferred  on  Jamea  the 
First  and  Sixth  by  the  translators  of  the  Bible 
In  William's  reign  no  entry  In  the  Journals  of 
the  English  Hou."?e  could  by  itself  give  validity 
to  the  title  Ktog  of  Great  Britain.  That  House 
could  not  act  for  the  whole  island. 

Mr.  Campbell  should  consuR  the  conatltu- 
tional  lawyera.  Anson,  In  "The  l  nw  and  Custom 
of  the  Constitution,"  aaya  that  during  the  years 
between  1003  and  1707  Xngland  and  Scotland 
•%ere  two  distinct  communities  In  allegiance  to 
a  king  who  held  his  Crown  by  two  distinct  titles, 
soverned  through  two  dlatinet  exaeutive  bodiea, 
and  legislated  through  two  distinct  parlla- 
mente."  Mr.  Campbell  should  ponder  the  phraaa 
"two  distinct  titles."  The  Aeta  tor  tha  Ratlflea- 
tlon  of  the  Treaty  of  Union  were  passed  In  Scot- 
land on  January  18.  1707;  in  England  on  March

SUCCESSFUL  PROSPECTOR 

The  sueosssful  prospaetor,  said 
Mr.  Brewer,  was  the  man  who  was 

born  to  it.  BS  had  to  be  a  man 
of  courage  and  industry.  He  had 
to  be  an  optimist,  seeing  the  rain- 
bow Just  ahead  He  would  like  to 
see  a  lot  of  good  pra«;pectors  go 
into  parts  of  British  Columbia  in- 
cluding the  LlUooet,  in  the  vicmHy 
of  Bridge  River  The  Atlm  di.strict 
would  also  stand  a  lot  of  prospect- 
ing.

One  of  the  most  difBcult  problems 
one  is  up  against  at  contract  is  that 
of  the  opening  lead  against  a  no 
trump  declaration.  If  one  haa  a 
good  establlshable  ault  of  ona^  own 
or  If  partner  haa  bid  a  ault.  one 
knows,  of  courae,  how  to  proceed, 
but  otherwise  one  la  very  oCtm  to  a 
real  quandary'. 

The  conventional  toad  to  auch 
circumstances — hallowed  by  a  gen- 
eration of  usage— Is  that  of  Ihc 
fourtli  best  of  one's  longest  suit. 
With  many  players,  this  fourth  best 
card  Is  led  automatically,  the 
stronger  suit  being  ehoeen  where 
there  are  two  four-card  suits  to 
aelect  firtei.  But  an  experienced 
players  know  that  nothing  should 
be  done  by  rote.  This  situation— 
the  makln?  of  a  blind  lead  against 
a  no  trump  declaration — is  essen- 
tially one  where  it  pajrt  to  take  a 
little  thought. 

There  i.s  a  lot  to  be  said  for  this 
fourth  best  lead,  in  the  sense  that 
there  are  positive  argumenta  to  ita 
favor,  but  what  muat  be  borne  in 
mind,  here  or  elaewhere,  is  that 
often  one  haa  to  ^rike  a  balance  of 
argument.  There  is  aomething  to 
be  said  for  your  lead  of  the  fomih 
best  and  something  also  to  be  said 
against  it,  and  in  .some  situation.'!. 
a.s  I  hope  to  show,  there  is  a  balance 
of  artfument  ngalnst  it.  Take  the 
following  hand,  which  illustrates  a 
situation  with  which  everjT  radaer 
muat  be  familiar:

'  'eadlng  away  from  a  tenace  posl- 
He  may,  that  Ls.  be  leading 
fium  a  suit  in  which  he  holds,  of 
significant  oarda.  the  aeeend  and 
fourth  beet,  where  his  adversaries 
hold  the  beet  and  third  best.  In 

such  a  position.  obvlou.sly,  a  tnrk  i.s 
gained  If  the  third  move  ls  niiide  by 
the  adversary. 

The  same  argument  applies  to  the 
lead  of  the  thmp  of  diamonds.  Here 
again.  West,  holding  tlie  queen  and 
nine  twice  guarded,  may  be  risking 
the  loee  Of  a  trick  he  could  other- 
wise make  If  he  epena  the  am  him- 
self. 

There  remato  the  apade  and  heart 
aulU.  A  apade  lead  from  Q  lo  x 
might  clearly  be  suicidal:  this,  too. 
Is,  in  its  way,  a  tenace  iiosltion,  and 
hence  the  logic  of  the  situation  de- 
mands that  tha  opentof  lead  should 
be  a  heart. 

In  the  play  of  this  particular 
hand,  the  logic  of  the  .situation  im- 
pressed ttaelf  upon  West.  He  led 
the  eight  of  hearts.  Saat  took  the 
first  trick  with  the  king  and— real- 
istog  that  Weeta  waa  a  ahort-auit 
lead  returned  the  knave  of  clubs 


now  applied  the  Important  prin- 
ciple that  if  tJjcre  only  one 
chance  of  saving  a  game,  however 
unpromising,  it  should  be  taken.
